Area paramedics are idling an 
hour longer at Edmonton care 
centres in 90 per cent of cases 
than they were at this time in 
2013, according to AHS docu¬ 
ments. 

That extra time at city hospi¬ 
tals is taking units off the street 
and could be leading to longer 
response times, says an area 
paramedic. “On a day-by-day 
basis, response times are just 


going up and we see that. With 
the hospital waits, we have 
a system where EMS are not 
able to do their job effectively 
because what we’re basically 
doing is putting them as baby¬ 
sitters in the hallways,” said an 
Edmonton EMS worker, who 
asked to remain anonymous. 

According to an internal 
AHS document obtained by 
Metro, EMS units spent more 
than 720 hours during the 
week of March 30 to April 5 
above the 60-minute goal set by 
AHS for patient transport. 

About 90 per cent of the 
EMS calls in March were re¬ 
sponded to in 14 minutes or 
under, a 36-second jump from 
March 2013 times. To compare, 
roughly 50 per cent of calls saw 
an approximate eight-minute 
response or less. 

AHS officials say EMS wait 


time reporting methods have 
changed recently, perhaps al¬ 
lowing for better strategies 
moving forward. 

“We know that we do have 
considerable pressures in our 
emergency departments. Our 
volumes are going up at a rate 
that is difficult to manage ... 
so we have many strategies 
we focus on to alleviate that 
pressure, but there’s no doubt 
EMS in the region are certainly 
under pressure,” said Dr. David 
Mador, Edmonton zone med¬ 
ical director. 

The NDP’s health critic says 
the long-standing issues start 
at the hospital level thanks 
to limited resources. “This PC 
government has underfunded 
health care and as a result, they 
tiy and run things on part-time 
and overtime,” said MLA David 
Eggen.

Parents urged 
to get kids 
vaccinated 

With Alberta Health Services 
revealing the latest case of 
measles is an infant too young 
to be vaccinated against the 
disease, local daycares are 
urging parents to vaccinate. 

As a local daycare owner, 
Louise Stewart said her centres 
don’t turn away children who 
aren’t vaccinated, but encour¬ 
age parents to have their 
children immunized. 

“Speaking as a parent and a 
daycare operator, I recommend 
people do it,” Stewart said. 

With 16 daycares in Edmon¬ 
ton and St. Albert, Stewart said 
because of the nature of the 
facility, germs could be easily 
spread between children. 

“Children are in veiy close 
contact and there is a high 
likelihood that if a disease does 
come into the centre, the con¬ 
tagion will spread,” she said. 

YMCA spokesperson Scott 
Hutcheon said while the facil¬ 
ity is monitoring the possibility 
of a measles outbreak in prep¬ 
aration for summer program¬ 
ming, it’s notifying parents of 
the availability of the vaccine. 

“(We) will make a firm and 
timely decision concerning the 
requirement of any necessaiy 
proof of vaccination for our 
registrants approaching the 
opening date of our first Sum¬ 
mer Day Camps session,” he 
added in an email. 

Gillian Richards, the direc¬ 
tor at Canada Place Child Care 
Society, said the centre doesn’t 
have a policy preventing chil¬ 
dren who aren’t vaccinated, 
but all of the children at the 
centre are vaccinated. 

“When you are in group 
care, your child is going to be 
very susceptible to anything,” 
she said. “When you put your 
child in a group situation, 
there is a risk.”

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Construction crews 
taking to city streets 


Big year. $404 million 
in projects in 2014 


With the snow receding and 
flowers blooming in Edmon¬ 
ton, it’s time for city con¬ 
struction crews to take to the 
streets. 

The city kicked off what’s 
expected to be a $404-million 
construction season with an 
announcement Thursday at 
one of the bigger projects on 
63 Avenue. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 


improving the condition of the 
city’s infrastructure is going to 
be a top priority. 

“We heard Edmontonians 
loud and clear in the last elec¬ 
tion that we have work to do 
on our roads,” he said. 

This year’s construction will 
include several major projects, 
like the ongoing Walterdale 
Bridge replacement and the re¬ 
placement of the 102 Avenue 
bridge over Groat Road. But it 
will also include $80 million 
in work on arterial roads and 
another $134 million spent in 
neighbourhood renewal. 

Iveson said the project fist is 
indicative of what the city will 
be doing in the years ahead.

to investing in our roads and 
improving pavement condi¬ 
tions throughout the city in 
the coming years,” he said. 

The construction is ex¬ 


pected to lead to traffic tie-ups 
and Byron Nicholson, the city’s 
director of roads design and 
construction, said he hopes 
motorists will be understand¬ 
ing. 

“This is going to be another 
busy year and we are going to 
ask people to be patient with 
us,” he said. 

Nicholson said the invest¬ 
ments being made now will 
help lower the number of 
potholes over the long term, 
because roads will be in better 
shape. 

“A key to a great city is great 
roads and what we’re hoping 
to do is get our whole network 
up to a better condition,” he 
said.

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Education. EPSB 
airs grievances with 
province over funding 


In a rare move Tuesday, Ed¬ 
monton public school trust¬ 
ees voiced their frustration 
with the latest provincial 
funding for their schools, 
claiming it’s forced them to 
do more with less. 

Earlier this year, the 
province released its latest 
budget that included a 
bump in maintenance and 
renewal projects. On budget 
day, EPSB chairperson Sarah 
Hoffman voiced a positive 
reaction to the funding. 

“The fact that last year 
we were cut so significantly 
and this year there is not a 
cut, it’s good news,” Hoff¬ 
man said then. 

But Tuesday afternoon 
she sang a different tune, 
calling the budget far from 
what had been promised. 

“It was frustrating to 
me that we were promised 
two per cent and two per 
cent (increases over last 
two budgets), and instead 
we faced a cut of three per 
cent and a zero per cent (in¬ 
crease),” Hoffman said, just 
as the board was closing in 
on approving the district’s 
budget. 

“If we look at what we 
were promised and what we 
have today, it’s a seven per 
cent divide in just two years 



and that is frustrating for 
me.” 

While the school board 
has advocated for stable and 
predictable funding from 
the province, trustees in¬ 
cluding Michael Janz took 
the opportunity Tuesday to 
air their frustration with 
growing enrolment and 
stagnant funding. 

“It’s better news from 
last year’s budget, but it is 
still far from the news of 
what were promised,” Janz 
said. 

Calling the budget 
“status quo,” Janz said it’s 
important to keep the focus 
on smaller class sizes and 
doing more with less.

The Alberta government 
has officially approved 
its $43-billion budget for 
2014-15. 

The document complet¬ 
ed third reading Wednes¬ 
day night and the gov¬ 
erning Tories used their 
majority to pass it 33-20.

$1.1-billion surplus in day- 
to-day spending, but infra¬ 
structure debt is pegged to 
hit $21 billion by 2017. 

The Opposition 
Wildrose has criticized

less than a decade after 
former premier Ralph 
Klein paid off the prov¬ 
ince’s $23-billion debt. 

Horner has said bor¬ 
rowing for building is 
prudent because interest 
rates are low and tens of 
thousands of newcomers 
are arriving in Alberta 
each year. 

Critics have also said 
the budget is presented 
in a confusing format to 
hide the deficit and on 
Wednesday auditor gen¬ 
eral Merwan Saher said 
it doesn’t meet general 
accounting standards.

The game conference

Johnson said they built a 
soundproof booth to record 
the death sounds of many 
people who supported them 
in building the game. He 
said Iveson saw it at a con¬ 
ference and made his own 
contribution. 

“We put their sound in 
the game so that every time 
a knight dies, you hear a dif¬ 
ferent death sound,” he said. 
“I think Don Iveson is the 
most notable for sure.” 

Iveson said it’s nice to 
have a voice in the produc¬ 
tion. 

“I think it was more hol¬ 
lering, actually,” he said.

Univeisity of Alberta 
students hope to shed light 
on neglected diseases 


By changing the way drugs 
are made, a group of Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta students are 
hoping to lessen the burden 
of neglected diseases around 
the world. 

As a member of the Uni¬ 
versities Allied for Essential 
Medicines (UAEM) U of A 
chapter, Ravendra Naidoo 
said there is a huge discon¬ 
nect from the types of medi¬ 
cine being produced and 
what is actually needed in 
developing countries. 

“We know that one in six 
people in the world suffer 
from one or more neglect¬ 
ed diseases,” said Naidoo, 
who is currently studying 
immunology and infectious 
disease. 

By raising awareness for 
diseases like HIV, Tuberculo¬ 
sis, Malaria, Naidoo and his 
UAEM colleagues are hoping 
to encourage more research 
at the U of A, which they 
consider to have one of the 
lowest rates of research dedi-

cated to neglected diseases of 
the top 50 research universi¬ 
ties in North America. 

“There is a huge discon¬ 
nect from the way we pro¬ 
duce medicine in the global 
pharmaceutical industry, 
primarily through a market 
based approach,” Naidoo 
added. 

“We feel strongly that we 
need to shift away from that 
thinking to a needs-based ap¬ 
proach,” he said. 

The group is work¬ 
ing towards establishing a 
$100,000 Global Neglected 
Diseases Research Seed-Fund 
as well as a course on Access- 
to-Medicines and neglected 
diseases at the university.

It was my first time to the End 
of the World, the stunning, il¬ 
licit viewpoint below a Belgr¬ 
avia embankment. It was easy 
to find. I got the address off 
Foursquare and the No Tres¬ 
passing sign might as well have 
been a giant arrow pointing at 
the best foot trail. 

Down a hill strewn with fast 
food cups and cigarette packs, I 
found four young people sitting 
on a paved cliff — the ruin of 
what was once Keillor Road, be¬ 
fore it crumbled into the river 
and was rediscovered as a hang¬ 
out, a sanctuaiy, a party zone. It 
all depends on whom you ask. 

The End of the World, as 
Belgravia’s community league 
knows it, is open consumption 
of drugs and alcohol, bonfires, 
fireworks and, according to its 
website, ‘“golfers’ targeting 
our children on the river valley 
trail.” 

But I saw none of that on a 
bright and warm April day. 


Below the cliff, two women 
played music in the valley 
while cleaning up some of the 
trash that’s become a thorn 
for the community. Beside a 
fence post blanketed with lo¬ 
cal band’s promo stickers, a 
man had hung his jacket on a 
branch as if it were a coat-rack 
in his living room. And Brittany 
McCoy, 24, who’s been coming 
here since before there were 
foot trails, brought a date and 
some take-out. 

“Just showing him my Ed¬ 
monton,” she told me. “Some 
Oodle Noodle and the End of 
the World.” 

It might not be her Edmon¬ 
ton much longer. 

Prompted by the commun¬ 
ity and City, Peace Officers have 
started issuing $150 trespassing 
fines, though I saw no policing 
or concern of any to come. 

“There are two worries,” 
says area Councillor Ben Hen¬ 
derson, “one is that it’s not safe 
and someone is going to get 
seriously hurt, and two is be¬ 
cause it’s verboten it’s attracted 
a crowd that’s not salubrious.” 

But the truth is safety has 


little to do with it. Though even 
McCoy, who’s been coming 
since about the time it became 
an urban landmark, admits 
some visitors act like jackasses, 
there’s no public knowledge of 
any death or injuiy at the End 
of the World. 

And all the undesirable be¬ 
haviour — open alcohol, late 
stays, littering, “propelling an 
object that is reasonably likely 
to cause injuiy” — are already 
enforceable under the Parkland 
Bylaw. 

This is really about young 
people inconveniencing older 
people, a fracas as old as hu¬ 
manity itself. Even annoyed 
residents admit to its astonish¬ 
ing beauty. 

There are few places in Ed¬ 
monton with mythic power, 
but this is one. It’s even been 
honoured by former poet 
laureate Roland Pemberton in 
“Monuments (The City in Three 
Parts).” Nobody should be pre¬ 
vented from using a great land¬ 
mark peacefully. But it should 
be protected from jackasses, a 
responsibility of the officers as 
well as visitors to self-govem,

just as it appears they were by 
cleaning up in the valley. 

Even Henderson doubts that 
if fences and signs couldn’t stop 
people from coming, policing 
will. “I hope it’s a temporaiy 
measure,” he says about the 
ticketing. “The best thing is to 
make it safe and open it up for 
eveiyone to enjoy.” 

In fact, pending engineering 
reports, the City is considering 
paving a trail and installing 
something like a guardrail and 
possibly a catwalk to enable all 
visitors. 

That’s sort of good news for 
McCoy, who’d hate to lose the 
viewpoint. But, she admitted, 
“that might take away from it.”

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City slowing down? 


Capital budget 
has less cash for 
next four years, 
new report states 

When city councillors start 
work on the next capital 
budget this fall there will 
be a lot less money to go 
around, according to a new 
report. 

The report, which coun¬ 


cillors will debate next 
week, shows $3.35 billion 
in funding for the next 
four years. 

While that’s slightly 
more than was in the last 
capital budget, the last 
budget was spread over 
only three years. 

Combined with $1.34 
billion in funds already 
committed to projects such 
as the arena and LRT, that 
leaves about $500 million 
councillors can commit to 
new projects.

Brian Latte, manager of 
corporate strategic plan¬ 
ning, said the cash crunch 
has happened in part 
because the city advanced 
grant dollars to get pro¬

“We did short-term bor¬ 
rowing to build projects 
sooner than the grant 
money was coming in,” he 
said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson 
said the city has pushed to 
catch up on infrastructure 
over the last number of 
years and the city will have 
to slow down. 

“We’re not going to be 
able to keep going at that 
pace,” he said.

What’s a government to do 
when a litany of parliamentaiy 
watchdogs, academics, aborig¬ 
inal leaders, editorialists and 
opposition politicians say your 
legislation stinks?

No temp, foreign workers for restos 


Amid a roar of criticism, 
Employment Minister Jason 
Kenney took action Thurs¬ 
day against the government’s 
scandal-ridden temporaiy 
foreign worker program by 
banning restaurants from ac¬ 
cessing it. 

Kenney issued the surprise 
moratorium hours after the 


C.D. Howe Institute released 
a scathing study into the pro¬ 
gram that concluded it had 
spurred joblessness in B.C. 
and Alberta, two treasured 
Toiy strongholds. 

The smackdown to Can¬ 
adian restaurants came de¬ 
spite Kenney’s insistence in 
recent weeks that only a small 


number of companies were 
abusing the program and his 
repeated vows to deal with 
those bad actors harshly, in¬ 
cluding with fraud charges if 
necessaiy. 

“I am announcing an im¬ 
mediate moratorium on the 
food services sector’s access to 
the temporary foreign worker 


program,” Kenney said in a 
statement. 

He added his ministry will 
not process any new or pend¬ 
ing applications for tempor¬ 
ary foreign workers from 
restaurant operators, and 
any unfilled positions tied to 
previous approval will be sus¬ 
pended.

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Energy plant 
to stop burning 
medical waste 


Aborted fetuses. 

Order comes after 
learning waste from 
B.C. may contain 
human tissue 


An Oregon county commission 
has ordered an incinerator to 
stop accepting boxed medical 
waste to generate electricity 
after learning the waste it’s 
been burning may include tis¬ 
sue from aborted fetuses from 
British Columbia. 

Sam Brentano, chairman 
of the Marion County board 
of commissioners, said late 
Wednesday the board is taking 
immediate action to prohibit 
human tissue from future de- 
hveries at the plant that has 
been turning waste into energy 
since 1987. 

“We provide an important 


service to the people of this 
state and it would be a travesty 
if this program is jeopardized 
due to this finding,” he said in 
a statement. “We thought our 
ordinance excluded this type of 
material at the waste-to-energy 
facility. We will take immedi¬ 
ate action to ensure a process is 
developed to prohibit human 
tissue from future deliveries.” 

Kristy Anderson, a Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Health Ministry 
spokeswoman, told The As¬ 
sociated Press that regional 
health authorities there have a 
contract with a company that 
sends biomedical waste, such 
as fetal tissue, cancerous tissue 
and amputated limbs, to Ore¬ 
gon, where it’s incinerated in 
the waste-energy plant. 

The B.C. Catholic, a Van¬ 
couver-based newspaper, iden¬ 
tified the plant as Covanta 
Marion, based in Brooks, Ore. 
When contacted by The Asso-

ciated Press on Wednesday, a 
Covanta Marion representative 
said he did not know if fetal tis¬ 
sue was included in shipments 
from Canada or elsewhere. 

The facility is owned and 
operated by Covanta in a part¬ 
nership with Marion County. 
According to its website, it 
processes about 500 tonnes per 
day of municipal solid waste, 
generating up to 13 megawatts 
of energy sold to Portland Gen¬ 
eral Electric, the associated press

Tiny Pacific nation 
sues world’s nine 
nuclear powers 

The tiny Pacific nation 
of the Marshall Islands 
is taking on the U.S. and 
the world’s eight other 
nuclear-armed nations 
with a lawsuit demanding 
that they meet their obli¬ 
gations toward disarma¬ 
ment and accusing them 
of “flagrant violations” of 
international law. 

The island group that 
was used for dozens of 
U.S. nuclear tests after the 
Second World War filed 
suit Thursday against each 
of the nine countries in 
the International Court 
of Justice in The Hague, 
Netherlands. 

The Marshall Islands 
claims the nine countries 
are modernizing their 
nuclear arsenals instead 
of negotiating disarma¬ 
ment, and it estimates 
that they will spend $1 
trillion on those arsenals 
over the next decade. 

The countiy is seeking 
action, not compensation.

First images of ship 
wreckage released

discovered more than 
125 years later 
just inside the 
Golden Gate Bridge 


The first images of the newly 
discovered wreckage of a 
steamship that sank in San 
Francisco Bay in 1888, kill¬ 
ing 16 people, were released 
Wednesday by federal ocean 
scientists. 

The wood and iron steam¬ 
ship City of Chester went 
down on Aug. 22, 1888, after 
it was struck in dense fog by a 
larger ship. 

More than 125 years 
later, a National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
team found the shipwreck in 
217 feet of water just inside 
the Golden Gate Bridge.

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Garment workers in Bangladesh 
skeptical of regulation changes 



Anniversary of disaster. 

The owner of the Rana 
Plaza, whose collapse 
killed over 1,000, is 
now behind bars 


One year after the Rana Plaza 
garment factoiy collapsed in a 
pile of concrete slabs, Bangla¬ 
deshi seamstress Shefali says 
she would rather starve than 
return to factoiy work. 

Like many survivors of the 
worst disaster the garment in¬ 
dustry has ever seen, 18-year- 
old Shefali, who goes by one 
name, says she suffers from 
depression and has flashbacks 
of the catastrophe that killed 
more than 1,100 people. She 
was injured in the collapse that 
happened a year ago Thursday 
and has lingering back pain. 

“We die, we suffer, nobody 
takes care of us,” Shefali said. 

There have been some sig¬ 


nificant developments. The 
owner of the illegally con¬ 
structed Rana Plaza building 
is behind bars, pending an in¬ 
vestigation. The owners of the 
five factories operating inside 


the building also have been de¬ 
tained. Authorities also say they 
aim to ensure no new factor¬ 
ies are built without following 
safety regulations. 

However, many garment 


workers are skeptical that there 
will be any lasting change. 
Some of the Rana Plaza workers 
have left the garment industry. 
Others returned to a job many 
see as a way out of poverty. 


When the Rana Plaza col¬ 
lapsed on April 24, 2013, 
thousands were toiling inside. 
The final death toll was 1,135 
people, and thousands were 
rescued, the associated press

Bangladesh has one of the 
lowest minimum wages in 
the world — about $66 a 
month — yet makes goods 
for the world’s leading 
retailers.

EYE-POPPING COLOUR 
MEETS JAW-DROPPING SPEED 


What Pope Francis may tell 
Catholics in private tele¬ 
phone conversations doesn’t 
reflect church policy, the 
Vatican’s spokesman said 
Thursday. 

An unusual statement 
from The Rev. Federico Lom¬ 
bardi came after days of 
speculation that the pope 
wants to change Roman 
Catholic Church rules bar¬ 
ring communion for faithful 
people who remarry after get¬ 
ting divorced. 

The question arose after 
Francis reportedly called an 
Argentine woman who had 
written to him for guidance, 
saying her parish priest had 
denied her access to the sac¬ 
raments because her spouse’s 
previous marriage had not 
been annulled. 

The woman’s husband, 
Julio Sabetta, said Francis told 
his wife that she was free of 
sin and should take commun¬ 
ion anyway. 

Sabetta said he took the 


call from Argentina’s for¬ 
mer archbishop, Jorge Mario 
Bergoglio, on Monday after¬ 
noon at their home in San 
Lorenzo, in the Argentine 
province of Santa Fe. 

Sabetta said his wife, 
Jacqui Lisbona, then took the 
call and spoke directly with 
the pope. 

Word spread after Sabetta 
posted on Faceboolc that the 
pope had called. Then came 
news stories speculating that 
Francis will do away with the 
ban on divorcees — or even 
their spouses — accepting 
the wine and bread that rep¬ 
resents the blood and body of 
Christ, and full membership 
in the church. 

But Lombardi’s statement 
— issued in Italian, English 
and Spanish — cautioned 
that “consequences related 
to the teaching of the Church 
are not to be inferred” from 
the pope’s private conversa¬ 
tions.

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Bigger draft horses accommodate 
tourists of larger shapes and sizes 



Wild West. Larger 
horses are allowing 
larger-sized people to 
ride without concern 


Wranglers in the West who 
have for decades cashed in on 
the allure of getting on a horse 
and setting out on an open 
trail say they have had to add 
bigger horses to their stables 
to help cany larger tourists 
over the rugged terrain. 

The ranches say they are 
using draft horses, the diesels 
of the horse world, in ever 
greater numbers to make sure 
they don’t lose out on income 
from potential customers of 
any size. 

“Even though a person 
might be overweight, or, you 
know, heavier than the aver¬ 
age American, it’s kind of nice 
we can provide a situation 
where they can ride with their 
family,” said wrangler T. James 


“Doc” Humphrey. 

Humphrey’s 10-gallon 
hat, goatee, black vest and 
spurs are a tourist favourite 
at Sombrero Ranches, east 
of Rocky Mountain National 
Park, where they have 20 draft 
horses, including Belgians and 
Percherons, and 25 draft horse 
mixes. 

“I think it’s wonderful that 
these people are looking to ac¬ 
commodate people of larger 
body size,” said Peggy Howell, 
spokeswoman for the Nation¬ 
al Association to Advance Fat 
Acceptance. 

The bigger horses have al¬ 
lowed outfitters to eliminate 
weight limits. 

“I felt bad about telling 
people they’re too big to 
ride,” said Russ Little of Dry 
Ridge Outfitters. He said a 
225-pound weight limit these 
days would cost him $6,000 a 
season. 

At Chico Hot Springs in 
Montana, Heidi Saile of Rock¬ 
in’ HK Outfitters said she and 


her husband, Kipp, removed 
the stable’s 225-pound limit 
last year when they took over 
from different outfitters. 

Kipp Saile said that about 
15 of their 60 horses were 


Percheron mixes, the largest 
weighing 1,800 pounds. 

Laura Ewing of Baltimore 
said that she was somewhat 
concerned when she arrived 
at Sombrero. 


“I was a little bit concerned 
at first, but when I saw the size 
of the horses that they have 
here, they’re pretty hardy 
horses.... They’re not ponies.”

The controversial Christian 
university wants to open the 
law school in 2016 and has the 
conditional approval of the 
Federation of Law Societies 
of Canada, the go-ahead from 
the B.C. government, and — 
most recently — accreditation 


from the Law Society of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

Controversy over the 
school has centred on the 
school’s “community coven¬ 


ant” — a five-page document 
students must sign that in¬ 
cludes a promise to abstain 
from “sexual intimacy that 
violates the sacredness of 


marriage between a man and 
a woman.” 

Bob Kuhn, president of 
Trinity Western University, 
had made a plea to law society 
benchers (directors) Thursday 
morning, suggesting to vote 
no would be akin to “institu¬ 
tional bullying.” 

Even some of the 21 bench¬ 
ers who supported accredit¬ 
ation, took advantage of de¬ 
liberations to say they did so 


against their own personal 
beliefs. 

The issue has become so 
contentious a Victoria lawyer 
has gathered more than 1,100 
signatures to hold a new B.C. 
Law Society meeting to try to 
reverse the decision and law¬ 
yers based in Toronto and B.C. 
have filed a lawsuit against 
the B.C. government for ap¬ 
proving the school in the first

Dirty money? U.S. wants to 
seize cash allegedly linked 
to ex-South Korean dictator 


U.S. officials on Thursday 
sought court permission to 
seize more than $700,000 US 
from the sale of a Southern 
California home they allege 
was bought with corrupt 
money provided by South 
Korea’s former dictator. 

Authorities said Chun Jae 
Yong, son of former president 
Chun Doo-hwan, bought a 
Newport Beach home in 2005 
with money provided through 
bribes that were given to his 


father. The home was sold in 
Februaiy for about $2.1 mil¬ 
lion US, and federal officials 
seized net sale proceeds of 
nearly $727,000 US that were 
placed in an escrow account. 
With court approval, the 
money will be turned over to 
the South Korean government.

Is your pooch getting 
a pooch? A new activity 
tracker for Fido can help 
pet parents know if their 
precious pups aren’t 
getting enough exercise 


Bad news for lazy dogs: A new 
device, called Whistle, lets 
pet owners track how much 
exercise — or sleep — their 
four-legged friends are get¬ 
ting. 

Whistle is similar to popu¬ 
lar activity trackers designed 
for humans. It wraps around 
a dog’s collar and syncs with 
a smartphone app, collecting 
data on how much activity 
and rest the pet had. 

We tried it out on a dog, 
who would much rather sleep 
under the couch than chase a 
ball. It’s no surprise to find 
out that the pup wasn’t get¬ 
ting at least 30 minutes of 
movement a day. 

Whistle pushes owners to 
take their dogs out on more 
walks for longer periods. 

At $129 US, it is as pricey 
as some of the latest human 
fitness trackers from the likes 
of FitBit and Jawbone. 



One major difference: 
Whistle syncs data to its app 
through Wi-Fi, as well as Blue¬ 
tooth. That lets you check up 


on your dogs without being 
near them, so you can track 
how much exercise your dog 
is getting when left with dog 


walkers, a doggy day care or 
family and friends. 

The Whistle app, avail¬ 
able for Apple and Android 


smartphones, is nicely de¬ 
signed. Multiple people can 
download the app and see the 
same data through the same

The app lists how much rest 
and activity the dog gets in 
a day. You can also add what 
the dog ate, what medication 
you gave it and any 
additional notes or photos 
you want. 


• The app looks like a 
Facebook timeline. You 
can scroll down to see 
what the dog has done 
during the day. You can 
also swipe the screen from 
left to right to see what 
the dog did on past days. 


account, which is great if 
others help care for your dog. 

The Whistle looks slick. It 
is round and is made of stain¬ 
less steel. It weighs less than 
an ounce. It is about 1.5 inch¬ 
es wide and less than half-an- 
inch thick. 

The device locks on to 
a rubber strap that is then 
wrapped around the dog col¬ 
lar to help it stay in place. 

Because it is waterproof, 
dogs can take the Whistle 
with them for a swim, the 
company says.

Richard: Mark, with The 
Notebook, director Nick 
Cassavetes made one of the 
most romantic movies of re¬ 
cent years. With The Other 
Woman, his pendulum 
has swung in the opposite 
direction. This is an anti¬ 
romance flick about sex, 
lies and adultery but it’s 
ripe with laughs and some 
fun performances. Mann 


goes all in as a Lucille Ball- 
on-the-verge-of-a-nervous- 
brealcdown type, Diaz has 
great comic timing, and 
even Kate Upton, who will 
never be accused of giving 
Meryl Streep a run for her 
money, is charming and 
funny. It’s not Bridemaids 
funny, but I laughed out 
loud quite a few times. You? 

Mark: Is it possible to like 
a movie but hate its sexual 
politics? Because that’s how 
I felt about it. I laughed, es¬ 
pecially when Leslie Mann 
was onscreen. This movie 
is certainly her personal 
best. She’s amazingly loose 
and funny, especially in the 
first third of the film. But 
the revenge plot against the 


cheating husband left me 
feeling queasy. He’s set up 
as such a cardboard lothario 
that he made the Kate Up¬ 
ton character look deep. 
There’s a positive male role 
model in the film, Mann’s 
brother, but he’s so ano¬ 
dyne and threatless that I 
couldn’t take him seriously 
as a character. The movie 
is interesting as a series of 
Rorschach tests about how 
women must view men — 
either cads or eunuchs — 
but I had to banish these 
thoughts or I couldn’t enjoy 
the comedy. 

RC: I see what you’re saying, 
and I suppose the film is a 
bit mean-spirited and not 
terribly subtle in its exam¬ 


ination of the dynamics be¬ 
tween men and women, but 
it does get the girl power 
stuff right, and I think that’s 
more the point of the film. 
This isn’t a movie about the 
men; they are simply the 
McGuffins that forward the 
plot. This is a movie about 
female bonding rather than 
female blaming. 

MB: Anyway, at least it’s a 
good-looking movie, and 
the women’s outfits are 
chic. Don Johnson is given 
a part that’s more than 
a cameo, but less than a 
role. I think he could have 
been onscreen more with 
a beefed-up part. But Niclci 
Minaj, as Diaz’ assistant, 
steals every scene she’s in. 


I thought she was a hoot. 
Richard, did the soundtrack 
bother you? Such obvious 
choices, like New York, New 
York when the husband en¬ 
ters the city, or the Mission: 
Impossible theme when the 
three women tail the hus¬ 
band to find out what he’s 
up to. 

RC: Absolutely. The sound¬ 
track is as subtle as Coster- 
Waldau’s cheesy pick-up 
lines. Five minutes in, I 
was willing to bet Girls Just 
Wanna Have Fun would 
play ... and I would have 
won that bet. 

MB: And I bet the women 
will cheer and the men will 
groan at this flick. 
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Certified. Affordable. Luxury. 
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The sequel to The Amazing Spider-Man is gaining a lot of buzz for its bounty of baddies, and with more than 50 years of pulp-fiction history, the comic-book char¬ 
acter certainly has many to choose from. At Metro, we only feel it's our responsibility to inform the public of the upcoming blockbuster’s nefarious criminals.

The Hobbit. Peter Jackson renames the 
final instalment of his Tolkien trilogy 



The final instalment of the 
blockbuster Hobbit film tril¬ 
ogy has been given a new 
name, director Peter Jackson 
announced on Thursday. 

The movie was to have 
been released this year 
under the title, The Hob¬ 
bit: There and Back Again, 
but has been re-named The 
Hobbit: The Battle of the 
Five Armies, the New Zea¬ 
land filmmaker said on his 
Faceboolc page. 

It is due for release in 
North America on December 
17, bringing to a climax the 
story started in 2012’s The 
Hobbit: An Unexpected Jour¬ 
ney and last year’s The Hob¬ 
bit: The Desolation of Smaug. 

“Our journey to make The 
Hobbit Trilogy has been in 
some ways like Bilbo’s own, 
with hidden paths revealing 
their secrets to us as we’ve 
gone along,” the Oscar-win¬ 
ning director said. 

“There and Back Again felt 
like the right name for the 
second of a two film telling of 
the quest to reclaim Erebor, 
when Bilbo’s arrival there, 
and departure, were both 
contained within the second 
film. 

“But with three movies, 
it suddenly felt misplaced — 
after all, Bilbo has already ar¬ 


rived ‘there’ in the Desolation 
of Smaug.” 

Jackson said he broached 
the issue with studio giant 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer last 
year. 

“We decided to keep an 
open mind until a cut of the 
film was ready to look at,” 
he said. “We reached that 
point last week, and after 
viewing the movie, we all 
agreed there is now one 
title that feels completely 
appropriate. And so, The 
Hobbit: The Battle of the 
Five Armies it is.” 

There and Back Again was 
the subtitle of the classic epic 
fantasy book by J.R.R. Tol¬ 
kien, published in 1937. 


It was followed in the 
mid 1950s by the Lord of the 
Rings trilogy, which Jackson 
also made into a blockbuster 
franchise, before the Hobbit 
films. 

Jackson came under fire 
from some quarters in 2012, 
when the first film The Hob¬ 
bit: An Unexpected Journey 
was released, for breaking 
the relatively short book into 
a trilogy. 

The director won three 
Oscars — best picture, best 
director and best adapted 
screenplay — for the 2003 
film The Lord of the Rings: 
The Return of the King, the 
final part of that trilogy.

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Daily Show’s Bugle boy 
boogies on over to HBO 


John Oliver. Stint as 
Daily Show guest host 
provided springboard 
to comedian's new 
topical comedy series 


When the time comes for a 
young bird to leave the nest, 
he’s often more than ready to 
go and doesn’t care too much 
what Papa Bird thinks. 

The analogy doesn’t apply 
to John Oliver, the former 
Daily Show featured player 
who debuts his new HBO top¬ 
ical series Sunday at 11 p.m. 
EDT. He’s extremely loyal to 
Jon Stewart, recognizes Stew¬ 
art’s role in giving him the 
opportunity to get ahead, and 
sought the Comedy Central 
host’s blessing to move to 
HBO. 

“I have a pretty intense 
debt to him,” said Oliver, 
whose show is called Last 
Week Tonight. “I wouldn’t 
be doing this if it wasn’t for 
him.” 

Oliver, a native of Britain 
who was always interested 
in topical comedy, admired 
Stewart’s show from afar and 
in 2006 applied for and earned 
a job on the Daily Show. His 
path to HBO began last year, 
when Stewart called and said 
he was taking the summer off 
to produce a movie. Would 
Oliver mind filling in as guest 
host for a couple of months? 

He hung up and his legs 
went weak. Oliver’s wife 
didn’t help much when he re¬ 
counted the conversation and 
she said, “Oh, that’s risky.” 

She was right. But her 
husband nailed it, keeping a 
formidable machine running 
smoothly and establishing a 
comic personality of his own: 
More bemused and less neur¬ 
otic or angry than Stewart. 

Oliver said he really didn’t 
have a sense of how well it 
was going until Charlie Rose 
was a guest toward the end of 
his tenure. The CBS newsman 
said the audience had loved 
him. Had he thought about 
his next step? 

“That was the first time 
I’d heard that,” Oliver said. 
“He looked at me like I was a 
complete moron. My only bar¬ 
ometer for going well was Jon 
not being mad at me when he 
came back.” 

His phone offered more 
clues. Offers for work started 
coming in. It was Oliver’s 
moment of opportunity, and 
both he and Stewart recog¬

nized it. HBO offered prestige 
and creative freedom to build 
a show as he saw fit, so Oliver 
signed on. 

It’s hard to describe some¬ 
thing that hasn’t been on the 
air yet, but Last Week Tonight 
seems to be an apt title. Oliver 
will give a comedic take on 
stories in the news. It sounds 
similar to the Daily Show, 
but he realizes his challenge 
will be to take on topics that 
Stewart and Colbert haven’t 
already done, along with not 
making the telecast seem 
dated by the time it goes on 
the air. 

Another challenge — 
again, one that may become 
moot once Last Week Tonight 
is up and operating — is for 
Oliver not to let his respect 
for Stewart and the Daily 
Show lead him into making a 
program that feels like a pale 
imitation. 

“John Oliver does bring 
something kind of different,” 
said Jonathan Gray, a media 
and cultural studies professor 
at the University of Wisconsin 
in Madison. “The Daily Show 


is primarily about American 
politics and so much about 
John Oliver’s shticlc reminds 
you that he’s not an Amer¬ 
ican. It’s not the insider hu¬ 
mour of Stewart. It’s more 
of an outsider’s observations. 
Sometimes they may look 
similar, but I think it can al¬ 
low for a different kind of 
comic sensibility.” 

Oliver, 37, is clearly aware 
of how dangerous it can be 
for an outsider to make jokes 
about Americans. He defuses 
any worries with a self-depre¬ 
catory attitude. 

“I clearly love it here,” he 
said, “because I live here out 
of choice. You can’t really talk 
about anything that America 
has done without acknow¬ 
ledging that Britain had al¬ 
ready done it much worse 
hundreds of years ago.” 

Afghanistan, for instance. 
Britain had its own failed in¬ 
vasions long before the Amer¬ 
ican military went there to 
hunt for terrorists, he noted. 

“ft helps to be an outsider 
to comment on things,” Oli¬ 
ver said. “You don’t want to

be in the party that you’re 
commenting upon. You want 
to be outside, saying, ‘That 
party is bull.’” 

Oliver probably would 
have been a good choice to 
fill Comedy Central’s 11:30 
p.m. hour on weekdays with 
Colbert set to leave next year. 
The timing was lousy; Oliver 
was already working on Last 
Week Tonight when Letter- 
man announced his retire¬ 
ment. ft may turn out to be a 
positive, since the ending of 
The Colbert Report will mean 
one less competitor in the 
topical field. 

That’s for the future. Oli¬ 
ver’s more immediate chal¬ 
lenge is to get his old Daily 
Show fans to check out Last 
Week Tonight. 

“If you enjoyed me last 
summer and you don’t watch, 
then I’m in serious trouble,”

After five years, Asher Roth 
has released his second full- 
length album, RetroHash. 
The rapper, best known for 
the hit single I Love College, 
has a new address, a new 
mindset and, hopefully, some 
new hit songs. 

Roth’s first album, Asleep 
in the Bread Aisle, was re¬ 
leased in 2009 under the 
Island Def Jam record label. 
This second album, however, 
is largely self-released. 

“It was just a matter of 
finding the right home,” Roth 
says. “No woriying about the 
marketplace or any tiying to 
get into the head of the con¬ 
sumer that the business tries 
to do. Just really concentrat¬ 
ing on making dope music 
that I like and that my friends 


like, and that’s it.” 

After being mostly absent 
from the rap scene for five 
years, Roth says he is very 
excited to complete his long 
transition and finally release 
a new album. He has released 


four mixtapes and stresses 
that there was never a lull in 
his creativity. 

“I don’t think that five 
years stepped away hurt,” 
Roth says. “More so, if any¬ 
thing, I think it helped me. 


It allowed me to kind of step 
away and grow without feel¬ 
ing those pressures.” 

Roth says that RetroHash, 
produced by the Blended 
Babies, is evidence of his mat¬ 
uration. Living in L.A. helped

him grow up, and gave his 
album a fresh feeling of re¬ 
newal. 

The album was made in a 
veiy laid-back manner. 

“It was the way it was sup¬ 
posed to be, man,” Roth says. 
“No sitting around, A&Rs 
checking me saying, ‘You 
need to do this, you need to 
do that.’ It was literally hang¬ 
ing out in the living room, 
recording vocals in the living 
room.” 

RetroHash offers the 
chance for Roth to step away 
from I Love College and al¬ 
low fans to see more of him. 
While he can’t blame fans 
who only know that hit, he 
says he hopes they take a 
closer look. 

“They might not want 
you to grow up sometimes,” 


Roth says. “But I really do 
think I have something to of¬ 
fer, especially in the hip-hop 
world. That’s why I’m excited 
for this record; I feel like it’s 
something that will allow 
people to look at me in a dif¬ 
ferent light.” 

The lead single, Tangerine 
Girl, bears little resemblance 
to I Love College. Roth speaks 
excitedly of its creation. 

“You can feel it’s a veiy 
natural record, nothing’s veiy 
forced,” Roth says. “I just love 
to create, and I feel like with 
that record, you feel like it 
was fun to make.” 

Also different is the way 
Roth plans to celebrate the re¬ 
lease of this album. His band 
will play RetroHash live, in its 
entirety, at performances in 
Philadelphia, Boston and New 
York. He says the idea came to 
him after taking in several lis¬ 
tening sessions. 

“From that experience I was 
like, ‘You know what would be 
really dope is if we played the 
album live for the first time,”’ 
Roth says. “Obviously, it will 
be a different experience than 
hearing recorded music. But, 
you know, I love live music.”

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Canadian TV shows hit their stride 


New generation of 
showrunners. Series 
like Flashpoint, Bitten 
and Orphan Black 
point the way for new 
TV masterminds 


One summer morning, Mark 
Ellis and Stephanie Morgen- 
stem woke up abmptly to their 
clock radio blaring news about 
a hostage taking at Toronto’s 
Union Station. 

They went downstairs to 
watch the drama unfold on 
television. After a tense stand¬ 
off, and much to the horror of 
bystanders, the assailant was 
shot by an emergency task 
force officer. 

“It was really a shock seeing 
this in real time. And one ques¬ 
tion that went through our 
minds was, what was it like for 
the police officer who took that 
shot? What’s the rest of his day 
going to be like?” Ellis says in 
an interview. 

That moment translated 
into one of Canada’s most suc¬ 
cessful TV exports, Flashpoint. 
The show ran for five seasons 
on CTV and was licensed in 
more than 100 territories 
globally. 

It also kick-started a new¬ 
found confidence from Can¬ 
adian TV producers that their 
stories could not only have 
broad appeal but also make a 
pile of money. Finally Canada 
could offer the kind of slick, 
pyrotechnic police procedural 
that was on par or better than 
its Hollywood counterparts. 
Perhaps more importantly, 
Ellis and Morgenstem helped 
to birth a new generation of 
screenwriters who wanted to 
produce their own stories, also 
known as showrunners. 

The new golden age of tele¬ 
vision is due in large part to 
the increasing prominence of 
the writer as the creative exec¬ 
utive on television shows; the 
person ultimately responsible 
for that singular, passionate 
vision. 

Already 2014 has been shap¬ 
ing up to be something of a 
breakout year for Canadian TV. 


Brain drain 


Prominent talent will head 
to where the money is: the 
U.S., says Phil King. 


• There you won’t 

find a shortage of Can¬ 
adian talent, including 

Toronto-born Graham 
Yost as the showrunner 
on Justified and The 
Americans. 


The lineup includes Van¬ 
couverite Daegan Fryklind’s 
Bitten, the Toronto-shot were¬ 
wolf thriller starring Laura 
Vandervoort (Smallville’s 
Supergirl) on Space channel. It 
is joined by Greg Spottiswood’s 
well-received drama Remedy 
on Global. And Season 2 of 
Graeme Manson’s Toronto-pro¬ 
duced Orphan Black premiered 
last weekend after winning 10 
Canadian Screen Awards for 
the first season. 

Meanwhile, Ellis and Mor- 
genstem’s next moves are 
being watched closely in the 
industry as the married couple 
have several irons in the fire, 
working on two series simul¬ 
taneously for competitors CBC 
and CTV. One of them will be 
a detective show remake of a 
Belgian TV crime thriller. 

“I think you’re seeing tele¬ 
vision really explode because, 
finally, the stoiytellers have 
control over the stoiy; it’s be¬ 
come a writer’s medium,” says 
Maureen Parker, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Writers Guild of 
Canada, which gave the 2013 
Showrunner of the Year award 
to Ellis and Morgenstem. 

Perhaps too slowly for 
some, Canada is emerging into 
its own star culture for writers. 
Showrunners such as Tassie 
Cameron of the cop drama 
Rookie Blue and Manson of Or¬ 
phan Black, while not house¬ 
hold names, have become 
more widely recognized. 

In the movie industry, the 
director is god. In television, 
it’s the showrunner. 

“Writers tell stories. And 
if you look at some of the 
most successful series, they 
are guided by writers who are 
truly visionaiy, who have this 
extraordinaiy skill,” says Rob 
Labelle, the executive producer 
of the Canadian-produced cop 
drama Motive. 

Nowhere is this more appar¬ 
ent than in Hollywood. Consid¬ 
ering these are the typically 
unassuming folk who write 
TV shows, the cult of the run¬ 
ner in Los Angeles is remark¬ 
able. Familiar names such as J.J. 
Abrams, the creator of Lost, or 
Joss Whedon of Buffy the Vam¬ 
pire Slayer will elicit massive 
lineups at any fan expo. 

That’s not quite the case in 
Canada, where smaller mar¬ 
kets, a less risk-taking attitude, 
and structural and economic 
realities have contributed to a 
less robust star system. 

In the U.S., TV shows are 
produced by broadcasters such 
as ABC or CBS, and studios such 
as Universal or Warner Broth¬ 
ers. Cable companies such as 
HBO and Showtime and online 
channels such as Netflix have 
also upped the ante with critic¬ 
ally acclaimed productions. 

Producers south of the

border have also traditionally 
been more willing to roll the 
dice: giving the writer more 
creative leeway. And the suc¬ 
cess has been evident in high- 
quality serialized dramas such 
as Homeland, Game of Thrones 
or House of Cards. 

In Canada, TV shows are 
usually shepherded by small 


ior vice-president at Bell Media, 
the country’s largest private 
broadcaster. “Over time it used 
to be the non-writing produ¬ 
cers who ran the show, but 
now the creator and writers of 
the show have much greater 
influence.” 

Still, some writers privately 
criticize the large broadcasters 
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and medium-sized independ¬ 
ent producers and sold to 
broadcast networks. That 
means smaller budgets, typical¬ 
ly, for a smaller market. And 
broadcasters have traditionally 
been less experimental, hold¬ 
ing tighter control over the 
writers’ room. 

“The challenge in Canada 
is that serialized series that 
tell a story over a longer narra¬ 
tive arc are what’s popular, but 
there are so few outlets here 
it’s a problem,” says producer 
Labelle. “It’s something of a 
gamble to green-light produc¬ 
tions like this.” 

The need to develop talent 
has not gone unnoticed by the 
industry. For the last two years 
the Canadian Film Centre has 
sent promising writers to what 
it calls the Showrunner Boot- 
camp. 

In the inaugural year, Bit- 
ten’s Fiyklind participated, 
which helped her to develop 
her own show for the Space 
channel. 

“I think it’s great that 
we’re recognizing that distinct 
authorial voice that stands 
apart,” says Corrie Coe, a sen¬ 


for not taking more chances to 
produce original content. 

Coe, who is responsible for 
independent production for 
Bell’s two conventional chan¬ 
nels and 28 specialty channels, 
says she hears about a thou¬ 
sand pitches a year. Canada’s 
smaller size at a 10th the popu¬ 
lation of the U.S. is a factor, she 
says. 

“I think it’s wonderful 
where we are in relation to the 
U.S., and considering that our 
industry is relatively youth¬ 
ful in comparison,” says Coe. 
“I think the fact is we punch 
above our weight given our 
resources and we do amazing 
things.” 

Phil King, president of CTV 
sports and entertainment pro¬ 
gramming, says broadcasters 
“get criticized” for not taking 
chances with serialized shows 
with a longer narrative arc. 

But the reality he says, is 
in many cases the economics 
simply don’t work in a smaller 
market. 

“It’s just wildly expensive. 
If the repeats don’t hold up for 
us, it becomes uneconomical,”

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‘All bets are off’ on Veep 


Kevin Dunn. Veteran 
actor emerges as fan 
favourite this season 
on HBO’s popular 
political comedy series 


Veteran character actor Kevin 
Dunn, who’s known for having 
a gentle, genial demeanour, is 
relishing being able to swear all 
the time on the expletive-rich 
political comedy series Veep. 

“It’s pretty liberating,” the 
57-year-old said with a laugh in 
a telephone interview. 

“You spend most of your 
time, depending on the project, 
toeing a certain line — but with 
Veep it’s like all bets are off.” 

The Chicago native plays 
Ben Cafffey, chief of staff to the 
U.S. president, on the Emmy- 
nominated HBO series that’s 
into its third season and was re¬ 
cently renewed for a fourth. It 
airs Sundays at 10:30 p.m. EST 
on HBO Canada. 

Ben first appeared on the 
show last season and became 
a blunt, curmudgeonly confi¬ 
dante to Vice-President Selina 
Meyer, played by Julia Louis- 
Dreyfus. 

While Selina and the rest of 
her comical staff race around in 
a foul-mouthed frenzy of crisis 
management and scheming, 
Ben sits back and responds to 
how eveiyone else is reacting. 

“Ben can calm her down a 
bit because he’s such a cynic 
and such a pragmatist, even 
more cynical than she is, and 
he’s able to boil things down to 
the way things are and the way 
things have to be,” said Dunn, 
who played a police major on 
season 1 of True Detective. 

“So he does have her ear and 
she does trust him somewhat, 
I think.” 

That trust can only go so far, 
though. 

Ben has a bipolar side and 
self-medicates with pills and a 
nine-cup Thermos filled with 
who knows what. 

And as Dunn puts it, despite 
Ben’s collected demeanour, 
sometimes “you think he’s 
just going to go off on a bender 
somewhere and you won’t be 
able to find him.” 

“It’s like everyone on the 
show — you don’t know what 
their tipping point is, or when 
they might lose all control of 
their faculties. They all have 
this kind of Achilles thing 
where you get that uneasy feel¬ 
ing that something is going to 
go wrong.” 

Ben has emerged as a fan fa¬ 
vourite this season as he tries to 
ingratiate himself with Selina, 
who is building a campaign 
after the president announced 


he doesn’t plan to run for re- 
election in two years. 

Like Selina’s staff members, 
Ben is hying to prove he’s in¬ 
dispensable as she decides who 
will be her campaign manager. 

Dunn first worked with 
Louis-Dreyfus on the short-lived 
’80s series Day By Day and was 
close to co-starring with her on 
Seinfeld after auditioning for 
the role of George Costanza. 

“I think I was on the short 


list way back when,” said 
the veteran thespian, who’s 
worked on dozens of screen 
projects. 

Dunn added he’s “admired 
her for a long time,” and feels 
her work just gets better and 
better — particularly her 
physical comedy, which shines 
in the third season of Veep. 

“You’ll just be rehearsing or 
shooting and she just comes up 
with physical stuff all the time, 


but it’s directly connected, it 
makes perfect sense. That’s 
why (Veep), I think, is so suc¬ 
cessful and so rare. 

“It’s a combination of really 
very literate writing and then 
totally caustic, foul language 
and incredible physical com¬ 
edy.” 

Ben is one of several polit¬ 
icians Dunn has played over 
the years.

Bacon and Egg Pie: Bake a 
different type of pastry tonight

1. Preheat oven to 200 C. 
Place a flat baking tray in the 
oven to heat — the pie will sit 
on this and the heat will help 
it to crisp. 

2. Cut a piece of baking paper 
to fit a 40 x 30 cm baking dish 
or roasting pan. It should cov¬ 
er the base and reach about 
3-4 cm up the sides. Remove 
the baking paper from the 
baking dish or roasting pan 
and lay it flat on your bench. 
Dust it with a little flour and 
lay 2 pastiy sheets on top. Join 
the pastiy sheets by pressing 
them together firmly with 
a small overlap. Roll out the 
pastiy to cover the paper. Lift 
the paper with the pastry and 
lay it into the baking dish or 
roasting pan (it will reach 3-4 
cm up the sides). 

3. Sprinkle the bacon over 
the pastry. Top with the sliced 
potato and sprinkle with the 
herbs. Break 8 whole eggs 
over the top. 


4. In a mixing bowl, lightly 
whisk the remaining 6 eggs 
with the milk, salt and pep¬ 
per. Pour this evenly over the 
whole eggs. 

5. Roll out the remaining 
sheet of pastry veiy thinly 
and cut it into narrow strips. 
Arrange the strips in a lat¬ 
tice pattern on top of the pie, 
trimming off any excess. 

6 . Place the prepared pie on 
top of the heated baking tray 
and bake for 12-15 minutes 
until the pastiy is starting to 
puff and turn golden. Reduce 
the heat to 180 C and bake 
until the pastry is golden and 
cooked through on the base 
— about a further 35-40 min¬ 
utes. 

7. Serve warm or at room 
temperature with a salad and 
pickles or chutney. It will 
keep in a covered container 
in the fridge for 2-3 days.

As the director of care for a large 
supported-living facility in Edmonton, 
Jennifer Mabugat is especially con¬ 
cerned about the mental health of her 
patients. 

What concerns her most, though, is 
how those suffering from mental-health 
disease are stigmatized by the broader 
community. 

“I compare it to how HIV and AIDS 
were perceived by the public in the 
1980s,” says Mabugat, who, as an RN, 


worked previously in an acute and long¬ 
term care mental-health unit. “I think the 
incidence of those with mental illness 
has increased but people are not talking 
about it.” 

As an administrator with Lifestyle 
Options Retirement Communities, 
Mabugat wants to open up the conversa¬ 
tion. Speaking about mental illness will 
not only demystify it, but it ultimately 
serves to foster an environment in which 
those living with mental health issues 


feel comfortable seeking support while 
on their road to recovery. 

Oftentimes, the whole family is 
affected by the burden of a loved one 
suffering from depression, suicidal 
thoughts or anxiety disorder. Supports 
would go a long way to assist family 
members cope as well, she says. 

Mabugat is running for a seat on the 
provincial council of the College and 
Association of Registered Nurses of 
Alberta (CARNA).
